with criticism, Nixon said he 
welcomes

renaissance" and is "ready to 
find workable compromises

While 
making 
repeated 
pledges of cooperation, the 
President emphasized that if 
Congress votes more money 
than he wants, he will not 
hesitate to veto spending bills 
and impound appropriations. 
He also said he "will 
continue to oppose all efforts 
to strip the presidency of 
powers it must have to be 
e f f e c t i v e ” —an 
a p p a r en t 
threat to veto any legislation

Nixon displayed the olive
